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prescriptive from the frequency of the escape of 
their perpetrators, and the guardians of law and or- 
dor often appear to us astonishingly remiss in their 
duties—nay, often appear to themselves as remiss— 
a puzzle to themselves, 

In Williamsburgh not only eivilians are murdered, 
but, contrary to our notions of their efficiency, con- 
founding our desire to be censorions regarding the 
actions of the police, we find the officers themselves 
shot down and murdered in discharge of their oner- 
ous and by no means enviable duties ; murdered, 
too, and the murderer is never found out, 

This state of crime in Williawsburgh, progressive 
as it is infamons and rampant ; the outcry that has 
boen raised from time to time regarding the escape 
of the lawless in that district ; and the sense of self- 
preservation which is iustinctive in the 'bosom of 
every human being, have, at length, given an impe- 
tus, a sharpness, and a special determination to the 
force under Captain Woglam, and within the last 
few days we have seen the results of this improved 
state of things. 

A BURGLAR ATTACKS A POLICE OFFICER. 

At 3 o’clock on Saturday morning last, an occur- 
tence took place between a burglar and an officer of 
the Forty-fifth Precinct, which, though painfal, inas- 
much as a wretched man was summarily sent before 
his Maker. “ unanointed and unaneled,” must give 
satisfaction, not only to all who desire to see the 
police do their duty upon the proper emergency, but 
likewise give reassurance to the people in the vicin- 
ity, who rely upon them for protection and guafdian- 
ship. Let us give the particulars : 

At the hour above named, officer Thomas Scott, of 
the Forty-fifth Precinct was patrolling his beat, 
between Ninth and First streets ; he noticed a man 
prowlivg around his beat between the corner of the 
above named streets, The officer went towards him, 
with a view of having a look at his face. As he ap- 
proached this suspected person, and coming within 
somo few feet of him, the scoundrel discharged his 
revolver at him. The buliet passed through the offi- 
cer’s cap, the powder blackening and burning his 
face. . 

REPRISAL. 

Let it be understood that, generally speaking, an 
aesasein is invariably a coward. No sooner had this 
would-be assassin discharged his pistol at the offi- 
cer than be took flight. It was then time for the 
officer to do a double duty, to kill the assassin in 
flight, and, in killing him, to catch him. It was so 
in this case; no sooner had the scoundrel taken to 
his heels than officer Scott, finding himeelf all right, 
followed and discharged his pistol through the aé- 
sasein’s breast, and the latter was instantly and 
justly a corpse. 

The body was then removed to the station house 
in Fourth street, where it was identified as that of 
an old offender named Henry Monzani, a cigar-maker 
by trade, aged about 29 years, lately residing at the 
corner of Division avenue and First street, E. D. 
Upon searching his pockets he was found to be pos- 
sessed of the following articles: Two revolvers 
heavily loaded ; a skeleton key, a jimmy, a screw- 
drivcr, a small pair of scissors, and a lot of matches. 

He eleo carricd a basket when first encountered by 
the officer, in which was found the proceeds of a bur- 
glary committed just previously, at the house of Mr. 
Bingham, No. 3 South Eighth street, and which con- 
sisted of a quantity of uncooked meat, a lot of spin- 
ning tops, and some twine. Papers were found upon 
him which led to his place of residence in Fourth 
street. 

A BURGLAR’S IMPLEMENTS AND ASSETS. 


This man, who thus attempted to kill the officer, 
but who was killed himself, appears to have been a 
somewhat singular character in his line of business. 
Asa robber, a thief and a burglar, he did not con- 
fine himself to any specialty of thr rogue’s profes- 
sion, All was fish that came to his net. He had an 
itching palm for everything, aud was undoubtedly 
afflicted with the disease known as kleptomania, He 


might, indeed, have besn properly called what is de- : 


fined in the Rogues’ Lexicon, a “Fidlam bens.” 
Witness an inventory of his assets. Independently 
of the papers fuund upon bis person, the officers, on 
proceeding tosearch his residence, discovered the 
following articles : Two basketfuls of tedies and gen- 
tiemen’s shoes and boots ; ten to fifteen pounds of 
copper nails; @ new brass kettle and meerschaum 
pipe ; three or four saws, (meat saws and carpenter’s 
saws ; a policeman’s cap, bound with tissne, and con- 
sacred by tho officers of the Forty-utth Precinct as 
ntended aud use i nate one of themeecives: 
@ valuable coat with the out; boxes of 
selose bharamer, (etuted

ivade.* Two beautiful silver mounted’ pistols were 
found on his person. It appears that this unhappy 
wretch was recently convicted before a Brooklyn jus- 
tice, of indecent exposure of person. He is suspect- 
ed of being the assassin of officer Hipwell, but this 
is mere wild coijecture, as dead men tell no tales, 


Drs. Creamer and De Long made a post mortem ex- 
amiuation of the body on Sunday last, when the bul- 
let was found to have entered the back about two in- 
ches below the left shoulder blade, passing through 
the lung and the left auricle of the heart, thence 
through the main artery at the base of the heart, 
and lodging in the left lung, from which it was ex- 
tracted. 

THE PERSONNEL OF THE BURGLAR. 

Manzoni was quite a celebrity in Williamsburg. 
Always beautifully dressed, of gentlemanly deport- 
ment and liberal in expenditure at the places of 
entertainment in the neighborhood. Nobody ever 
suspected him of belonging to the profession by 
the practice of which he has come to a well-de- 
served fate. 

MANZONI A PURCHASER OF REAL ESTATE. 

Contrary to the ordinary rule of those who adopt 
the desperate profession of Manzoni, he appears to 
have had an idca of setting upa home. To what 
purpose that home was to be applied it matters lit- 
tle now to speculate. But from papers found at his 
residence it appears he had recently bought a house 
in Fourth street for the sum of $4,500. 

A LESSON, WE TRUST. 

If tis will be a warning to evil-docrs —as we trust 
it mey in Williameburg—we cannot be too much 
pleased with the act that has rid socicty of one of 
the pestiferous gang who are a terror and a curse to 
the neighborhood where he has met his deserved 
fate. We applaud the cfficer who has had the pluck 
aud presence of mind to take the ruffian on the 
wing ; andif promotion be meted to the deserving 
and the efticieut among the policemen in Williams- 
burg, we heartily recommend ofticer Scott to the 
best consideration of his superiors. Let that effi- 
cient and excellent officer, Captain Woglam, look to 
this ; and by doing so he willinspire his men to per- 
form their onerous and trying duty in “ Gonnoft- 
town.”

During the 
past winter it was disewseed in a very lucid 
manner before the medieal ‘faculty of Detroit by 
Dr. Stewart of that city, and from whose able 
address on that occasion we some 
valuable extracts a few ago. In that com- 
prehensive paper Dr. Stewart demonstrated very 
fally the absolute and entire truth of the general 
propositions we have advasced from time to time 
upon the subject of feeticide and abortion, that 
it is a practice promotive of social crime, and a 
prolific source of a vast amount of excrutiating 
disease among females ; in fine,,that it is an out- 
rage {against decency, humanity and the Divine 
law ! ‘ 

We [are glad, then, to find the pulpit, even 
though tardily, taking up refrain to our long- 
timed complaint and through\the manly utterance 
of the Rev. Dr. Eddy, of Chicago, scoring this 
abominable depravity in appropriate terms of 
withering ‘reprobation. We rejoice that the 
reverend (gentleman is in no way mealy-mouthed 
in speaking of this devastating curse of our pre- 
sent civilization, and that he is not afraid to 
charge directly its extensive prevalence among 
church members and the so-called “ better classes” 
of society. He. very properly doeg not mince 
matters, even though his warning and denuncia- 
tion may offend in certain quarters. The rev- 
erend gentleman’s candor and bold outspeaking 
befits his office, and the grave importance of the 
subject he discusses. Following in the foot- 
steps of the Nutional Police Gazette, he sets a 
wholesome example which, if adopted by his pro- 
fessional brethren, cannot fail to be attended by 
results incalculably advantageous to the purity of 
morals and the actual preservation of the human 
species. 

It behooves lay and clerical alike, to be up 
and doing, for truly is this soul and body destroy- 
ing practice spreading throughout society. It is 
the result of ignorance of the laws of nature, 
or it proceeds from intelligent, wilfal intent. To 
reach the one class, let then the pulpit ring with 
the clarion tonesJof explanatory admonition and 
denunciation of the monster sin ; and as to the 
other, when overtaken by justice, let the law’s 
most dire weight fall crushingly upon the mis- 
creants who so foully outrage decency, humanity, 
aud the Creator’s solemm command. So then, let 
the medical and clerical professions—let all right- 
minded persons join hand in hand with the press 
in an unceasing crusade against this present day 
social monster, and check its ravages by bringing 
people to realize the fact that though they may 
escape legal punishment for resorting to this 
shocking crime, most assuredly they cannot avoid 
the inevitable compensation which nature de- 
mands for a ruthless assault upon her secret pro- 
cesses. 





PUNISHMENTS AND THEIR Opsects.—In drawing 
the picture of the helpless condition of the convicted 
and punished criminal, how often and how justly do 
we find him alluding to the circumstance tbat his 
reputation has been so damaged that honest people 
are loth to employ him; that his return to an un- 
tainted life is almost impossible, and that out of 
sheer self-defence—with bread on the one hand and 
death by starvation on the other—he is compelled to 
resort again to the same criminal enterprises for 
which he has already suffered. Here reveals itself, 
in great force, a serious and notorious difficulty with 


| “hich the reformer of penal codes hasto contend. 


~ ruck with this view, gortowfnlly pecs.mted by she 
less hardened convict, the reformer would, if he 


could, institute a peniteutiary of so effective a de- 
ecription, that the fact of having passed through it 
would be even a testimonial of good vtharacter. But 
who is there that does not see that the infamy is the 
very essence of the punishment, or a very large in- 
gredient in it? A good character is the appropriate 
reward of the good and honest citizen ; if the crim- 
inal does not pay the forfeit of his character and 
only a certain amount of temporary physical incon- 
venience is to be sustained by him, the terror of 
punishment is mainly at an end. Here, in the arena 
of public life, between socicty and the culprit, are 
not the tende: ress that would reclaim; the vigor 
that musi cl astise, and the leaving of character 
untainted, manifestly and gravely incompatible? It 
must be understood that there is no question here 
of that delicate sense of shame, which is the best 
preservative against every departure from rectitude. 
This has been wholly, or partially, worn out and has 
ceased to eperate on the minds of the majority of 
persons who expose themgelves to the action of the 
penal laws. It is the value of character as a mere 
commercial commodity, or as a requisite for social 
well-being, that alone has weight with them. Ben- 
evolent projectors of reform, much more benevolent 
than logical, prison, and similar associations, very 
often compare a prison to a hospital. They assume 
that the inmates are sent there to be cured, and 
that they should not be restored to society until re- 
stored, ono to health of the body, and the other to 
tLe health of the mind. Would they carry out the 
analogy to its fair extent and completeness, and 
maintain that the patient from ejther hospital 
should be remitted to society with a character 
equally free from blemish or stain? In other words, 
is the man who has gone into a prison to be cured of 
& propensity to steal, to be received by the com- 
munity on his return with the same compassionate 
welcome, as one who has entered a hospital to be 
cured of a'mere physical disease? The word ‘‘ hos- 
pital” bas no very inviting sound ; its association of 
ideas is not pleasant. Physic is uo doubt sufficiently 
nauseous to be not inaptly compared to punitive dis- 
cipline ; but nauseous drugs are not the only means of 
cure ; for good nursing, vigilant attendance, encour- 
aging words and, in some cases, generous diet, have 
an important inftuence in the curative process. In the 
hospital of the mind, the Convict’s hospital, a pri- 
son, lenitive and fostering measures, the encourage- 
ment of bope for a better future, have a still larger 
share in the work of moral restoration. Were this 
principle of cure, of perfect restoration, to be adopt- 
ed as the leading principle of penal legislation, it 
would come to this, that a poor. man ‘would have no 
better way of recommending r the fatherly 
care of our State or municipal than by. 
the commission of a crime, and that none in the 
lower classes of society would be £0 well trained and 
disciplined for advancing their fortunes in the 
world, as those who comme their career by 
treating with contempt the penal lewe of their coun- 
try. Imprisonment, with ite various sccomplish- 
ments and modifications, is the great reformatory 
punishment : indeed, with the exception of death— 
confined in our State to cases of murder in the first 
degree and to arson when loss of life is the result of 
the crime—it is the only punishment bestowed on 
serious offences. Imprisonment of some kind either 
in our State, or in some colony yet to be mapped 
out, perhaps in our new Russian posgessions, is the 
penal safeguard of society ; and ‘we must be cau- 
tious that we do not so far dimiaish its terrors as to 
make it hold out any—or only @ very light—threat 
to amalefactor. On the other hand iterigors should 
not be eo terrible as to extinguish eny latent good 
that may be left in the mind of the punished. Be- 
cause ten men are sent to ‘State Prison for ten 
Offences of the same grede, A does not follow that 
the discipline of the whole ten, while in prison, 
should be the same. At first it may be proper that 
Ro distinction should be made; but a very short 
time at their daily tasks, a careful but brief study of 
the disposition of each, will sd0m indicate those who 
are not utterly lost to a sense of shame and on 
whom encouragement to a better moral condition 
will not be thrown away. Stern end unyielding die- 
cipline should be exercised over all; but favoritism 
as to lightness of tasks, character of labor, means 
‘of mental recreation and an opportunity to use time 
for the convict’s own benefit, should be palpably and 
abown as the reward of merit, meekness and 
cheerfal submission to discipline. We use the words 
“ palpably and openly shown,’ becanse we would 
have the worst of those confined know by personal. 
observation, that it lies in their. wn power to ameli- 
orate the rigors of their im it, by good be- 





havior and the exercise of the Let¥er traits of char- 
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acter.’ This brings us to the déclarstion that those | 
who have charge of convicts are not mere machines 
who are, day after day, to indiscriminately put those 
under their charge, through the same identical rou- 
tine, without any regard being had for the better 
qualitics that some of them may develop. Herethe 
warden, the keeper or overseer, has confided to him 
the performance of a delicate, but very important 


never be given ; but favoritism, onthe baeis of being 
deeerved, should never be denied. Herein it is that 
the wardenships of some of the State prisons have 
been great euccesees. A mild discipline, which but 
seldom invokes the aid of the shower bath, the iron 
yoke, the chain and ball and the iron mask, has been 
found to be not incompatible with strict order and 
the full performance of duty by the convict. 80, 
too, it has been demonstrated that » cheerful de- 
meanor, alacrity at labor, attention to duty and a 
respectful bearing on the part of the convict, can 
be induced to a greater degree by kindness than by 
physical degradation and torture. We have reached 
the extent of our space for the present week. We 
shall next week have something to say about the 
death-penalty. 





CHOSES DRAMATIQUE. 


All that we are called upon to write this week may 
be chronicled within a very brief space. Parepa 
Rosa, the modern Queen of Song, who wears her 
diadom most regally, has left us for a brief season 
in the provinees of Philsdelphis, Salem and Port- 
land, under the management of Strakosch. As & 
consequence, the receipts of the Academy have 
fallen from $4,500 to about one-third of that sum. 
The lesgon that is thus taught to Max is simply that 
when a man has a good thing he had better keep it. 
When sho has returned she will be under the man- 
egement of Mr. L. F. Harrison, and she will, with- 
out doubt, be a member of the operatic company of 
next season. This is pleasant news to all who love 
music in its more exalted sphere, and who is there 
in this age that does not? Max’s tenor robusfo, 
Mazzoleni, is getting into a bad habit of sicging too 
joudly, and his voice rattles beyond all limits of 
melody. 8So good an actor, with so good a voice, 
would be a great Joss to the operatic stage, if he 
should retire ; but permit us to ask what is the 
essential difference between retiring or remaining 
on the boards without the display of those charac- 
teristics through which he has been made a great 
favorite? In the old house some degree of shout- 
ing was permissable under the plea of its bad 
acoustic features ; but in the new Academy, where 
a whisper from the stage can be heard in any 
part of the building, no matter how crowd- 
ed it may be, straining of the voice be- 
comes not only disagreeable, but entirely unne- 
cessary even in the most exacting tenor roles 
of Verdi, that most exacting of composers. If Maz- 
zoleni keeps on, he will find that popularity may be 
made as ephemeral in this country as in some 
others that we could name. On Monday night one 
of our old favorites, ‘‘ Ernani,” was sung, and not- 
withstanding the praiseworthy efforts of Senora 
Poch and Signor Antonucci, it was very badly 
rendered. Mazzoleni was noisy, and Morra, the 
baritone, bad in method and voice. The conse- 
quence was that the concerted music, and more es- 
pecially the grand finale of tue third act, was coldly 
received, though the audience appeared to be a very 
indulgent one. The orchestration and chorus were 
all that could be desired. 

We strolled into Wallack’s for a few moments on 
Monday night, where we found that wonderful old 
actor, George Holland, in all his acting on what was 
truly a benefit night, for the house was crowded. 
This artist shows no diminution of power as com- 
pared with his efforts thirty years ago, but he still 
acts with a vigor and unctiousness that is surpris- 
ing in view of the fact that he has reached the ripe 
age of four score years. He appeared as Paul Pry 
and as Thomas in the ‘'Sccret,” in the latter of 
which, only, we saw him. He was admirable, and 
throughout displayed immense comic humor. We 
think that the management will find it to their inter- 
est to repeat the bill. On the evening of the day 
that we write, a new drama by Boucicault called 
“‘ Hurrted Down,” is to be produced at this theatre ; 
we are therefore compelled to postpone a notice of 
it until next week. Mr. Lester Wallack’s play of 
“‘ Rosedale,” is about to be produced in London un- 
der the auspices and direction of Boucicault. 


* Jeanie Deans,” one of Roncicanlt’s literary odor 
tatiane haw UCL! ‘produced in fine style at the New 


York theatre w&th Rose Eytingo in the title role, 
which avte with g,"cat pathos and touching natural- 
ness. Her scene with the Queen of England 
and the Duke of A.*gyle (capitally done by Mark 
Smith) where sbe piesds for the life of her con- 
demned sister Effie, is full of tenderness and depth 
of passionate feeling. It is not acting ; it is nature, 
and when we saw it there were but few unwet eyes 
in the house. Mrs. Gomersal sustains the part of 
Effie in a manner that is dee erving of unusual praisy, 
She models the character strictly on nature and has 
drawn forth the enthusiastic approbation of the 
house. Mr. Lewis Baker is admirable as David 
Deans ; Mrs. Wilkins’ good as Meg, and the rest of 
the distribution of character is admirable. From 
what we have written it will be seen that the drama 
has been successful ; indeed it can be “run” for a 
month to come. 

There is nothing new at any of the other houses 
except the reniree of Maggie Mitchell at the Broad- 
way, in her old character of Funchon, if that can be 
called new. This theatre has changed hands by Mr. 
Wood having assigned his lease to Mr. Barney Wil- 
liams, who has very wisely retained Mr. Williani A, 
Moore as manager.
